After: all the pains, hard work, and 
praiseworthy perseverance shown by the 
members of the Choral Society in the 
production of “The Sorcerer,” it must. be 
gratifying to those who took part in its 
performance last night to know that it 
is regarded as a thorongh success, 
“Trial by Jury” was good, and inau- 
gurated a new departure for the Choral 
Union in Hongkong; ‘ H, M. 8, Pina- 
fore” was better still, and, apart from 
its local accessories, was a great hit; 
but- in the kindred production (“The 
Sorcerer,” by the same authors) pre- 
sented to the. crowded houso last night, 
a higher and’ more ambitious piece of 
operatic composition was attempted than 
we have yet seen in this Colony. That 
the representation of this operetta was 
so signal a success in all ita parts is, 
therefore, a lasting credit to the Society 
and all connected with it. 

We cannot afford spaco to detail the 
‘plot or criticise the musio of . Gilbert 
and Sullivan's most elaborate work. 
Like the “Pinafore,” the ‘ Sorcerer” 
is a burlesque of the extreme views held 
by certain people as to tho levelling of 
all ranke—especially in the matter of 
love and ‘marriage~and the ridiculous 
situations brought about by the love- 
potion of the Sorcerer supply a sort of 
argumentum ad hominem of 8 most cou- 
vincing kind to the enthusiastie theo- 
rist, Alexis, The libretto is highly 
humorous, and the burlesque is occason- 


7 round an 

near the table, the effect was very_pleas- 
ing, while the concerted music, at this 
point grand and simple, with a dash of the 
sacred, was most effective, In the ballad 
“Love feeds on many’ kinds. of food,” 
Alexis (Mr Rackstraw) sang olearly and 
in his usual good atyle ; and then is in- 
troduced the business of the love-potion, 
with its free-and-easy vendor, John 
Wellington Wells (Mr Ewing). The 
ridiculously rollicking and rattling music 
of this part suited Mr Ewing, and ho 
did it full justice, What follows the 
introduction of the sorcerer’s incantanta- 
tions and philtre-drinking is fairly 
divided amongst the principals and the 
chorus, 

Of the principals, Aline, the bride, 
may be firat mentioned. Miss Kerr has 
‘vastly improved even upom her last 
appearance as Josephine in “‘Pina- 
fore,” and her voice, is now fuller and 
sweeter than ever.) She is also much 
more at her e @ the stage, and has 
evidently givon great care and attention 
to the requirements of. her part, Her 
getup was handsome and correct, and 
apart from the millinery (which we 
understand, was greatly admired by 
those specially interested) she. deneaned 
herself naturally, gracefully. and with 
spirit, In the aria “Let ua fly 
to.a-far-off Land,” her voice was ad- 
mirably managed ; and the duet with 
Alexis,  O love, true love,” was charm- 
ingly. rendered ; but the gom of all, to 
our mind, was the aria she dang when 
drinking the philtre, “It was my dar- 
ling’s will.” In this Jast, Miss Kerr 
excelled anything she has yet done, and 
had it not, been that the continuity of 
the piece might have been broken, an 
encore should have been given. Ag it 
was, it was clearly enough apparent that 
Aline’s efforts were regarded os ab 
unqualified success, Lady Sangaxure

To begin with, 
some of the changes that wore then effected 
not only Indirectly concerned Public In 
struction but were changes that ought to 
be noted because they affected the Head- 
master himself, During hia absence from 
this Colopy, when he was at home in his 
own country, he had the honour of ro- 
ceiving from the University where as a 
youth ho studied a high recognition of his 


ability, his character and his attalaments ; 
he had conferred on him the degree of Doctor 
of Laws. I think itis but fitting on this 
occasion that we should congratulate him 
on the high honour he has received. Dr. 
Stewart received another honour, although 
it was more in the practical way of the busi- 
ness of the Colony itself, shortly after his 
return. He has been for many years in 
this Colony one of the most eminent officials 
of the Government of Hongkong.

16, to the Under Secretary of State, 
Colonial Office in which letter Dr Stewart 
‘very properly pressed that point :—~ . 

“Tho next objection ls to the word Se- 
cular wherever it occurs, and to the provi- 
sion that religious instruction ‘must be 
elther before or after the four hours. of 
secular inatruction required by the code.’ 
I have a roady explained in what wense the 
word seoular ia usod in theecteme, To 
remove it and to allow religivus instruction 
to bo’ given during the timo required for 
the subjects of the standards would involve 
a sacrifice of the priuciple.on which Govern
